GRAY'S DECISION 


Panama Canal Company's 


Interests Involved. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 2R—Attor- 


ney General Gray has flied nn opinion 
with the secretary of state advising 
the refusal of articles of incorporation 
to the American Isthmus Ship Canal 
company. The articles provided for a 
capital of $80,000, with a provision 
that it might be increased to$250,000,. 
000 by a vote of holders of three, 
fourths of the capital stock. This 
provision is in conflict with the New 
Jersey statute which gives the holders 
of two-thirds of the

power to increase the capital. The 
secretary of state will ratnra the 
papers to the company, The company 
proposes to build a ship canal aoross 
the Isthmus of Panama.

A VALUABLE 


ght to Be a Drawing by a Ro- 
otaa Soldier of (lie Crn- 


"Continuing my examination," said 


Sig. Marucchi, "I came some tune since 
upon a little drawing, 13x8 Inches. It 
was on the wall of a room in the sol- 
diers' quarters in the house of Tiber- 
iu»," eaya Ainslee'a Magazine. 


"The lines in it were almost complete- 


ly obliterated. Nevertheless, by the aid 
of powerful glasses, 1 thought I dis- 
cerned a pictorial reproduction of some 
btrikiug event. There seemed to be 
two Grosses 
with 
ladders 
leaning 


against them. On one of these a sol- 
dier was mounting, carrying something 
tike a tablet. Above the transverse bar 
of this same cross was another soldier 
with a hammer. Beneath was a Hgure 
dragging another toward th« oro6». 
Yet another figure was raising a ladder 
to the second crosa, aud on a third lad- 
der a soldier was mounting. Two ropes 
bang from the cross beams which unite 
the crosses. Names are written near 
the figures. One is Pilatus or Pilctus 
(written Piletus). High above the 
drawing is a word resembling Crestus, 
and near it Is a hammer, which, as la 
known, was the emblem of the cruci 
bxion. 


"All the circumstances brought me to 


imagine for a moment that I might be 
in the presence of a picture of the cruel- 
tixion of our Savior, and possibly even 
drawn by soldiers who had assisted 
at the event. Many others were of the 
same opinion, though there were com- 
petent authorities who read in it o 
different signification. They suggest- 
ed, for instance, the launching of a 
ship, or the representation of an acro- 
batic performance. One thing is now 
clear, the large Inscription over the 
drawing1 can be no part of the idea 
therein represented. It is the work oJ 
many hands, written at various periods, 
and composed almost exclusively of 
libertine expressions." 


WANTS A NEW RELIGION. 


OoTernment of Japan at Precent 


much Drawn to Everything 


It has been stated on pretty good au- 


thority that the leading statesmen of 
Japan are thinking of making-Chris- 
tianity the established religion of the 
country, says the Evangelist. When the 
government of Japan was changed and 
the mikado assumed his kingly author- 
ity one of the firat steps taken was the 
endowment and establishment of the 
Shinto religion. And Shintoisiu ia so 
broad and comprehensive a belief that 
It has frequently allowed Christian 
services to be held in its^temples. 


To the American Episcopal church 


belongs the honor of being the first 
Protestant body to commence Chris 
tian work in Japan, for Bishop Wil- 
liam* established himself at Tokyo OB 
early as 3859 and translated portions 
of the prayer book and Bible into the 
Japanese tongue. Should Japan adopt 
Christianity as a notional faith it is not 
likely that it will take a church exactly 
to the pattern of either British or Amer- 
ican Christianity, but the Episcopal 
missionaries in Japan believe that the 
molding- of the Japanese mind with 
regard to Protestant Christianity rests 
very largely with the Anglican commu- 
nity, especially as the Japanese govern- 
ment is at present much drawn to ev- 
erything- English. 


JAPANESE^ ARISTOCRACY. 


Territorial JLordi 
8mrr«u<l<>r Their 


Powers to Strengthen a Cen- 


tral Government. 


Undoubtedly the most powerful and 


at the same time exclusive ariatocraej' 
was that of the Dnimos, or territorial 
lords of Japan prior to the great social 
revolution of 1868. There were fewer 
than 300 of these great lords. Theil 
power within their own provinces was 
almost absolute, and they owed merely 
a nominal allegiance to the sovereign, 
Yet In 1300 241 out of lets than 300 
Daimos voluntarily surrendered their 
powers and their possessions into the 
hands of the emperor, in order that a 
centralized government might conduct 
the affairs of the empire in a manner 
more in accordance with those western 
ideas which the nation was then mak- 
ing up its mind to adopt, and from this 
surrender the phenomenal progress of 
Japan as a world power undoubtedly 
dates. 
A somewhat similar case may 


be found in the history of Itussia, when 
in the year 1584, the boyara, believing 
that the czar, Ivan IV., afterward 
known as the Terrible, was about to 
leave them to their own intrigues and 
domestic strifes, laid all the privileges 
of their order at his feet to induce him 
fo return. It was from this act of self- 
abnegation that the traditional itfutoc- 
raey of the Hussion empire practically 
begins. 


Precocity Behind the Scene*.

One of the best defenses of the presi- 


dent's recent order removing certain 
positions from the civil service exten- 
sion order of President Cleveland, 
against the attack of over zealons 
civil service reformers was made by 
ei-secretary of the Interior Bliss, who 
is himself a civil service reformer, 
being practical, however, and not a 
foolish theorist 
Ho has completely 


shut the months of tbe Schurzes and 
men of hia class 


Among the things he said in defends 


of McKinley's order and whioh will 
demand the admiration of the practical 
reader and expobe the foolish lengths 
to which the civil [tervica rules have 
been extended, is the following: 


"What truth is there in the state- 


ment that the eiemptions yon pro- 
posed, and which the president had 
made, are likely to demoralize tbe 
field ^emce of the Indian bureau?" 


"Jlono at all " replied Mr. Bliss. 


"I made only one recommendation 
and that the civil service commission 
previously agreed to. It was that a 
financial clerk be allowed each Indian 
agent to not In place of the agent dnr- 
mg the tetter's absence. Thib is the 
only change made, and no objection 
WAS ever made to it. But I would 
have recommended another had the 
civil service board not nndertaken to 
do something which they have not yet 
done. At ail the Indian schools there 
are rooks, seamstresses and other help 
employed, and thesf are all covered 
by civil service. If a school in Minne- 
sota wants a cook, word must be Bent 
to the civil service board at Washing- 
ton. The Washington people find that 
the head of tbe eligible list lives, say, 
in Massachusetts, or in Georgia, and 
to those places word is sent for the 
fortunate one to move on to Minne- 
sota. 


"Now, that is all nonsense," con- 


tinned Mr. Bliss, "and I told the civil 
service commissioners BO. The idea 
JL rnnuing aronnd the country for a 


, ' ;ook' or bottlewasher is preposterous. 


3o> abont a year ago, the civil service 
9oard, at their own suggestion, under- 
took to get up a registry list in each 
school district. Those living nearby 
who desired such employment could 
go and register, and whoa vacancies 
occurred they would be called in order. 
Well, that registry list is not yet pre- 
pared, or was not when I retired from 
the department, and the old routine 
still prevails. I should have recom- 
mended that those places be exempted. 


"Let me add one word. I notice in 


the report of the ex-commissioner of 
the civil service reform association of 
New York a statement to the effect 
that 'in the department of justice, the 
internal revenue fcervicf, the field 
branches of the department of the 
interior,'etc., the law has been treated 
as though it had no existence. So far 
as the interior department is con- 
cerned, this statement is untrue, and 
I believe it to be so as to the other de- 
partments referred to. I never before 
made a puMio statement regarding the 
business of my department, preferring 
to leave my record as_a public official 
to tbe judgment of those who were 


familiar with the work of the depart- 
ment, but as I am now a private 
citizen, I may, without impropriety, 
express aa opinion regarding an im- 
portant measure, for which I ^was 
partly respontiblp, and which I know 
to have been considered by the heaa8

SEEDS THAT NEED FIRE. 


Cmilou* and Intereitlnj; F»cl» Abo«l 


Certain Trees la California 


and Australia. 


A California pine tree whose seed 


cones can only be opened by fire or 
great heat has been attracting' consid- 
erable attention at Kew Gardens, Lon- 
don. It geems,Jiowever, that this tree, 
pinus murieata, ie not alone in its 
salamander-like requirements, for a 
former Australian living in London 
writes aa follows to the London Hail: 


"The wattle tree ol Australia (acacia 


decuxrens) also possesses tbe same pe 
cnliarity and its seeds will only ger- 
minate when subjected to great heat 
Soaking the s«ed» of this tree in boiling 
water or roosting them in a frying pan 
for some hours has been tried and found 
successful, but all other methods have 
failed. After the seed has fallen from 
the tree It will often lie dormant in 
the ground for years, but immediately 
a 'bush' fire cornea along and reduces all 
the parent tree* to ashes (an is often the 
case in Australia), the seed germinates 
and a perfect forest of young trees will 
spring up within 12 months. Even on 
ground where there has not been a •wat- 
tle tree growing within living memory, 
these trees have been noticed to grow 
up alter a bush fire. The wattle tree b& 
ing very susceptible to fire, is easily 
killed, and if the same means tbat 
caused its destruction did not induce 
it to grow again it would v ery soon b$ 
eradicated." 


The teak is said to be another tree 


whose seeds can only be sprouted by in' 
tense heat.

of the guild (the stonecutters and 
sculptors); look at all 'his, lova tbe 
good God, the mild Saviour, and the 
blessed Virgin Mary; then thy paw 
shall be honored in the diocese ol Leon 
and in the beautiful Bretagne.'

See. 2. That the respective sidewalks 
toft,constructed as provided in this 
swtinne. shalt b. flye (S) fast in width 


ind^nade eight inches frprn the outer 
lines of the lots, blocks, tracts and par- 
cels of land along and in front of which 
each sidewalks tire to be constructed. 
The earth and matter upon which said 
sidewalks are to be constructed, shall be 
graded by excavating or tilling as shall 
be necessary to make a smooth, sub- 
jrade or bed for such walks. Where 
bbe grade line of sidewalks are not es- 
tablished, the same shall be fixed and 
designated by the city engineer. When 
such grading shall be completed, there 
shall be placed upon such sub-grade or 
bed, a layer of sand and grave,! (bank 
run) four (4) inches in thickness, which 
shall be made smooth and even on top 
by the use of a proper "form" in such 
manner that the surface line of the 
layer of sand and gravel nearest the 
central line of the street, or roadway 
upon which such sidewalks are con- 
structed, shall bo one and a half (1%) 
inches lower than the opposite surface 
line of such sidewalk with a convexity 
of one-half (Jj) inch in the center of such 
sidewalk. Then there shall be placed 
along and on both of the outer lines of 
euch layer of sand and gravel and at 
both ends in proper and sufficient ex- 
cavations to be made therefor, a curb 
constructed of brick, set on edge with 
the ends abutting against each other, 
which shall be firmly and securely Used 
on the outer aide by banking each 
against such curb to the full height 
thereof and such curb shell be set at 
such elevation that the top of the curb 
shall be even with and form a part of 
the surface of the sidewalk when com- 
pleted. Then there shall be placed on 
said layer of sand and gravel a layer of 
hard burned and thoroughly vitrified 
brick with smooth anfl regular surface 
which shall be laid on their flat surface, 
with their largest dimensions diagonally 
across the line of the sidewalk, which 
said brick shall be laid loosely together 
with Bides and ends touching and the 
entire space between said curbs shall be 
liled and nothing less than a whole 
brick shall be ueed, except in joining to 
curbs, street structures and other matter 
necessary to be joined to. When said 
brick shall be thus laid, the same shall 
be thoroughly settled and made regular 
on top by placing a heavy plank thereon 
and using a heavy beetlfe on same. Then 
there shall be placed over the entire sur- 
face of such layer of brick, a layer of 
clean dry screened sand which shall be 
well swept into all crevices and inter- 
stices. All material used and work 
done shall be of a first class quality and 
in every way suitable for the uses and 
purposes intended. 


Sec. 3. The entire coat of construct- 


ing the said several sidewalks as pro- 
vided for in this ordinance Bhall be paid 
by special taxation of the lots, blocks, 
tracts and parcels of land touching upon 
the line where any such sidewalk is 
herein ordinanced to be constructed. 
The entire cost of constructing any such 
sidewalk in front of such lot, lots or par- 
cels of land shall be levied and assessed 
according to frontage,which said special 
tax shall be levied apd assessed in the 
manner provided by the statute in such 
case made and provided, 


Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the 


city engineer within ten days after the 
passage of this ordinance to survey the 
lines of said sidewalks and establish the 
grade therefor and it shall be the duty 
of the street superintendent within 
thirty days after the passage and publi- 
cation of this ordinance to have the 
grading of said sidewalks done according 
to the provisions and 
specifications 


thereof, and at the time of doing such 
grading, said superintendent shall keep 
an accurate account of the cost thereof. 


Sec. 5, It shall be the duty of own- 


ers and persons in the legal control of 
any lot, lots or parcels of land touching 
upon the line where any such sidewalk 
is herein ordinanced to be constructed, 
to construct euch sidewalk in front of 
their respective lot, lots and parcels of 
land according to the provisions and 
specifications of this ordinance within 
15 days after the grading of such side- 
walks have been furnished by said 
superintendent of streets as herein pro- 
vided and in default thereof, said city of 
Decatur may proceed to construct any 
such sidewalk in front of any lot, lots 
or parcels of land and after the same 
shall have been so constructed, a bill of 
the cost of Buch sidewalks, showing in 
separate items, the cost of grading, ma- 
terial, laying down and supervision of 
any such sidewalk in front of each sep- 
arate lot, shall be filed in the office of 
the clerk of said city, certified to by the 
superintendent of streets, together with 
a list of the lots or parcels of land 
touching upon the line of such side- 
walk, the name of the owners thereof 
and the frontage of fluch lot, block, 
tract or parcel of land iB front of which 
sidewalks shall have been constructed 
by said city, according to this ordinance, 
whereupon said city clerk shall proceed 
to prepare a special tax list against said 
lots and parcels of land and the owners 
thereof, ascertaining by computation 
the amount of special taxes to be 
charged against each of said lots and 
parcels of land on account of the con- 
struction of such sidewalks, according 
to frontage, which special tax list shall 
be tied in the office of said city clerk,

back of all special tax warrants not 
paid, of the manner in which he de- 
manded paymerit, and if any person is 
not found he shall state such fact, 
and said city clerk shall deliver all 
moneys BO turned over to him to the 
city treasurer of said city. Upon fail- 
ure to collect such special tax or any 
part thereof, it shall be the duty of said 
city clerk immediately on the return of 
the said warrants to him to make a re- 
port of all such special taxe* not paid, 
ia writing to the general officer of tht 
county, in the manner provided by the 
statute in such case made and provided, 
and when eaid general officer shall re- 
ceive said report, he shall proceed to 
obtain judgment in the manner provid- 
ed by tne statute in such case made and 
provided.

ous kinds of hideous-looking lizards 
are most plentiful, and the gopher is 
never happy unless its burrow is 
shared by a colony of either one or tie 
other of these, if not of both. Find a 
gopher hole and uncover it and you 
will be sure to find from half a dozen 
to a dozen or more rattlesnakes, and 
maybe 15 or 20 lizards 9f various sizes 
and colors and degrees of ugliness oc- 
cupying It with its proprietor. The 
gopher plainly loves the companion- 
ship of these deadly things, although 
it is itself as meek and harmless as a 
dove. 


"No dweller in those parts of Florida 


ever goes anywhere about without a 
bag slung over his or her shoulder. 
This Is to put gophers in, as some are 
pretty sure to be found pasturing in 
the wild grass patches. The moment a 
gopher la surprised by a person with 
a. bag it shuts itself securely in its 
shell, and the cracker picks it up and 
tumbles it into the bog. The gopher 
Is likewise trapped by digging a hole 
close to the entrance of its burrOw and 
sinking a barrel or box into it and cov- 
er'ng the trap with loose twigs. When 
the gopher comes out and starts on a 
foraging trip it tumbles into,the trap 
nnd can't get out. What terrapin arc 
to the high-living1 epicure, the gopher 
Is to the Florida cracker."

The art of engraving by means of 


photographing and kindred aids has 
now reached such a degree of perfection 
that the government lias been forced to 
redouble its vigilance to prevent frauds 
in that direction, says the 
Philadel- 


phia Record. An old engraver said, in 
speaking of this matter: 


"This exposure of the recent big 


counterfeiting conspiracy has worked 
a change already, in the system by 
which the government has heretofore 
kept track of dangerous counterfeit- 
Ing methods. 
Chief Wilkie, I see, says 


that Taylor and Bredell employed a 
new system in imitating the $100 Mon- 
roe head counterfeit. He is wrong. The 
system has been in vogue for many 
years, and is common to all experts in 
our line. There are, no doubt, hun- 
dreds of engravers who would scorn to 
do a dishonest act who could make 
counterfeit plates far better than the 
ones turned out by Taylor and Bredell. 
As a matter of fact, the plate «hat was 
used to print the counterfeit Internal 
revenue stamps was a very imperfect 
piece of work, and there are appren- 
tices I know of who could do better. 
However, they are good enough to fool 
the ordinary person. 


"In the near future the government 


will require all engravers arid those 
connected with engraving establish- 
ments to register at least once a month 
and to present a list of the work per- 
formed by them." 


MEATS FOR OCEAN SHIPS.

Away down in the bottom of the ship 


the chief steward has a market of his 
own, one which he has stocked and 
from which he draws, thus serving in 
the double capacity of merchant and 
customer, writes Helen C. Candee, de- 
scribing ''Housekeeping on an Ocean 
Steamship" in Ladies' Home Journal. 
Here is an enormous refrigerator, and 
Is presided over by a steward who is 
responsible for every pound of meat 
within it. Before the ship slips from 
the dock this room is stocked, for a full 
ship, with 20,000 pounds of beef, 2,000 
pounds of veal and 3,000 pounds of mut- 
>on. From hooks along the walls and 
ceiling of another refrigerator hang 
bunches of birds, very much as dried 
corn and peppers hang from the rafters 
->t old farmhouses. As many chickens 
ss can be tied together are hung until 
1,000 pounds ore stowed away. Ducks 
are not as popular as chickens, there- 
Core 700 pounds only are provided— 
about 100 pounds' allowance for each 
3ay. Turkeys are hked, and 1,000 
pounds must be provided for the de- 
mands of the cook. Pigeons, squabs 
and other small birds, these aro reck- 
oned in pieces, and it is calculated that 
the family which floats across the ocean 
will devour 1,600 birds.

lady. Mrs. 


Stevens went into detail in regard to 
the work of conducting 
the oorn 


carnival at Son* City. She said that 
;ha mou co-operated with the women 
md that the newspapers co-operated 
with both and their carnivals bad been 
a great success. As one of the benefits 
of the carnival she cited the fact that 
new buildings had been erected by 
eastern capitalists as a result of their 
visit to the carnival. She. told bow 
the finances of the affair were run 
and gave deseriptionsof the decorations 
and the specialties carried out 
She 


exhibited a number of specimens of 
articles nsed in decorating. 


Major Stadler stated that Mrs. 


Stevens had been brought here on the 
invitation of the ladies and that there 
bad been scarcely any arrangements 
for her entertainment 
Her charges if 


she was engaged would be $100 for 
two weeks, in which time she would 
assist and make suggestions and if 
she was not engaged flbo would charge 
$25 for expenses. He asked that some 
of the business men present make 
some suggestions. The carnival wa8 
not for any society or church but 
simply for the business and it was a 
question as to whether or not they 
oared to pat up the money. 


None of the gentlemen present made 


any remarks so the ladies were caller 
upon to define their position. Mrs. 
J. E. King stated that she thought 
the business men ought to know what 
benefit they had derived from the 
carnival last year.
